HENS THAT MUST GO. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
frish Times, ‘the Poultry Correspondent 
says i:— 

Hens that have been laying steadily for two 
years, producing a satisfactor y number of 
eggs, may often be kept another year. 
We certainly would not clear them off in 
a hurry, but, as a rule, hens that have 
not been exceptional layers, and fall into 
moult early, should be got rid of after 
their second laying season is over. They 
may possibly be kept from moulting early 
by. feeding them well and keeping them 
in a cool, shady place. Give them a little 
meat and plenty of green food. In this 
way they may be kept laying until 
September or October. When they stop 
laying or slacken off clear them out at 
once, as they may moult quickly, and this 
will reduce their value. Most non-sitters, 
that have produced a great number of 
gus the first year, should go after the 
second season s laying ceases,

SYSTEM CRITICISED 
BY JUDGE. 
From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 


CARRICK-ON-SHANNON, Thursday. 


At the Carrick-on-Shannon Circuit Court 
special sitting yesterday, before Judge 
Sheehy, K.C., the City of Dublin Assurance 
Company appealed against the decision of Dis- 
trict Justice Rice, barrister-at-law, awarding, 
at Carrick-on-Shannon District Court,, decrees 
for £24 and £10 16s., respectively, to Mrs. 
Bridget Revnolds, Leitrim Hill. Leitrim, for 
premiums she held on the life of her father, 
Patrick Guckian, Gowel. Me. ©. Ts Flynn, 
solicitor, Carnck-on-Shannon, appeared for 
Mrs. Reynolds, and Mr. R. 8S. Hogan, barris- 
ter-at-law (instructed by Mr. S. $S, Byrne, 
solicitor, Mohill), for the assurance company. 

The plaintiff's case was that she took out 
the insurance policies on the life of her father 
after continual pressure to do so from the 
company s agents, and the age stated at the 
time of the first policy, €0,. was put down by 
the company’s agents, who declared the life 
a good one. The company argued that the 
deceased was over eighty years, and had been 
in receipt of the old aze pension at the time 
h was insured. 

His lordship, affirming the decision of Dis- 
trict Justice Rice, with costs and expenses, 
said it was quite clear what happened in this 
case. He did not approve of the system of 
insurance companies having local agents who 
were badly paid, and having to make a livin 
on commission by the new work they anal 
It was a very bad system, and led to fraud, 
as agents who were anxious to get business 
virtually forced people to insure ‘by canvas- 
sing and filling up forms for them. These 
agents took any age, as seemed to be what 
happened in this case.

BROTHER'S STORY AT

A piece of tape was 
tied around the body. which was naked, 
except for one sock. A hand and foot were 


inches in circumference, said that he was o 
the opinion from the size of the loop and 
the manner in which it was tied that it 
could not have pressed on the wind-pipe, and 
was probably affixed by the dead man him-

Outstanding in the changes shown by tina 
week's Bank of England return is the increase 
of £11.329.492 in Government Securities in 
the banking department, making the total 
£87 055,963. Discounts and advances are 
£1,250.000 lower at £15.099,677, while 
‘securities’’ have risen by £569,495 to 
£12,545,418. 

The security item in the issue department 
show little change. A feature of the return 
is the further increase shown by private de- 
posits, which are £6,463.523 higher at 
£56,334 ,203—a rise of £14,000,000 in the past 
two weeks. Bankers’ deposits have also 
risen by £3,614,917 to £95,958.793, and public 
deposits by £665,544 to £16,840,467. 

The active note circulation has contracted 
by about £300,000 to £378,471,340, and as 
the total. gold holding is practically un- 
changed the reserve has advanced by £315,668 
to 72,498,025. The Banks’ holding otf 
coin and bullion now stands at the record 
high figure of £190,969.356, which ‘4s 
£55.764,628 higher than at the corresponding 
time a year aro. & 

Conseguent upon the net increase in total 
deposits the proportion of reserve to habili- 
ties has fallen by 2.7 yer cent. on the week 
to 42.8 per cent., compared with 34.4 per cent.

Some 
practical sports clothes have already short 
skirts, and even these are. always several 
itches below the knees. Everybody with 
eyesight learned during the late lamentable 
frecdomt-of-the-knees epoch that few adult 
knees are a tréat to the eyes.

KIDNAPPED CHILD. 


INFORMATIONS AGAINST 
NURSE REFUSED. 


(BEFORE MR. LITTLE.) 


Informations were refused in the case of 
Sarah Ryan (48), registered nurse, Royal 


on remand, charged with receiving, harbour- 
ing, and detaining at her residence Alexis 
Cyril Ydlibi, aged four years, who at the 
last hearing was said to have been kidnapped 
by unknown men while walking with his 
grandmother at Dun Laoghaire. 

The only witness yesterday was Mrs. Jane 
Andrews of 9 Royal Canal terrace, who said 
that on July 4th she saw a man take a child 
from a motor car, which stopped in front of 
Ryan's house, and then bring the child into 
the house. He remained in the house only a 
minute, and “left without the child. She 
mh récOgnite the man if she saw him again, 

he had a conversation about the child next 
with Ryan, who seemed worried, and 
er to mind it while she went to 
register it. As the child was asleep they 
decided not to disturb if, and it was still 
asleep when Inspector McGloin called that 
evening. She did not know that the child 
had been kidnapped, but she was suspicious 

The Juytite held that there was no evidence 
that the woman, in harbouring the child, 
had known that he had been remoyed by 
force. She was a woman of advancing years 
and frail ging and might well have been 
seizéd with panic when questioned by a police 
officer. She herself had started the train which 
set the police intelligence in motion.

JUDGE’S REFERENCE TO 4 
PUBLIC-HOUSE. 


(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 


James Poynton, taxi-cab proprietor, Lennox 
street, South Circular road, sued the Savoy 
‘Bus Company, 25 Ellis’s quay, to recover 
d@mages, which were laid at £45 7s. 6d., for 
injuries to his taxi-cab, and for loss of profits 
for six weeks. The action arose out of a 
collision which took place on the road at the 
side of the hill near Chapelizod at 2.15 a.m. 
on October 15th, 1932. The defendant com- 
pany, of which Mr. James Costello is 
manager, counter-claimed for £92 12s. 84. 
for damage done to their ‘bus by reason of 
the alleged negligent driving of the defen. 
dant’s driver, 

The plaintiff's driver was driving . from 
Dublin to Lucan, and there was evidence that 
some of the parties concerned were at a 
public-house at Lucan. 

The Judge. said that the conduct of Mur- 
ray $ public-house was such that the Civic 
Guards had to be on duty there all night. 
He suggested that at the next licensing 
session the application of the licencee for a 
renewal should be opposed unless he gave an 
undertaking that the kind of business which 
he was doing would be stopped. The 
evidence disclosed a shocking state of affairs 
—that on a bright night or morning, on a 
road 24 feet wide, the drivers of the two 
vehicles could have been so negligent that 
they should come into almost a head-on col- 
lision. It also disclosed a state of affairs that 
required some attention from. the proper 
authorities. As far as he could make out, 
Murray’s public-house seemed to be the 
rendezvous for quite a number of people in 
the early mornings. _ He dismissed both 
cases, as he believed that there was negli- 
gence on both sides.

THE ECONOMIC WAR. 


“SCENE” AT WORLD 
CONFERENCE MEETING. 


WHY BRITAIN WILL NOT LAUNCH 
LARGE RELIEF WORK SCHEMES. 


TT HERE was a mild *‘ scene “ at the meeting yesterday of the 

Econemic Commission of the World Economic Conference, 
when Senator Connolly, head of the Free State delegation, spoke on 
the economic war between the Free State and Britain. 


The chairman of the meeting (Dr. Colijn) ruled that Mr. 


Connolly could not go back into the past wat of the troubles he- 
iween the two countries, and after a rapid exchange of words Mr. 
Connolly left the platform, with his typewritten speech only half- 


read. 


A statement on the Free State’s attitude on the proposed re- 
striction of sugar production, as reported in our later editions yes- 


terday, was circulated to the delegates yesterday. 


The announce- 


ment points out that the Free State has only had the period since 
1922 to develop its industrial production, and that it cannot agree 
to the proposal put forward by the International Sugar Council. 


PAST HISTORY UNNECESSARY. 


It was while the Economic Commission 
ihe Conference was discussing the Soviet 
a. “ pact of economic non- 
.vuression ” that the incident in which 
nator Connolly was involved arose. 
‘I. Valerie Mejlauk, the Russian Vice 
‘resident of the Commission for the State 
‘lan, opening the debtae, referred to the 
voneral mistrust existing between various 
countries, and said: “ There is hardly any 
sphere of life more in need of stability and 
| atmosphere of confidence than economic 
pelatrons 
Our proposals aim at putting an end 

to such a state of affairs and strengthening 
elements of consistency and stability 
conomic relations.’ 

Senator Connolly, who followed, spoke

His remarks dealt chiefly

FREE STATE SUGAR 
PRODUCTION.

RELIEF FOR SORELY-HIT 
| FARMERS. 


The Free State statement on sugar to 
the Sub-Commission dealing with the co- 
ordination of production and marketing, 
circulated’ yesterday, stated that at an 
interview on July 6th between a repre- 
sentative of the delegation and a repre 
sentative of the International Sugar 
Council, it was asked whether the Irish 
Free State Government would agree to 
bind itself (a) for a period of five years, 
or (b) for a period of two years not to 
increase the production of sugar beyond 
the present level in the area under its 
jurisdiction. 5 

The position of the Irish Free State 
is in some respects unique, the statement 
goes on. It is a country which has 
enjoyed fiscal independence only since 
1922, and has not yet had adequate oppor- 
tunity to develop its industrial production. 
The Government would, therefore, be very 
slow to bind itself by any unde ing 
which would restrict its right to pursue 
a reasonable policy of industrial develop- 
ment. : 
Apart from this consideration, the Irish 
Free State is mainly an icultural 
country. It has hitherto depended mainly 
on its exports of agricultural produce.

AN INTERNATIONAL UNIT. 
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NIGHTMARE FLIGHT 
FROM ICELAND. 
BALBO’S DESCRIPTION 
‘TO MUSSOLINI.

ST. JOHN'S (N.B.), Thursday. 


Am little more than twelve hours 
of their arrival from Iceland, the 
Italian air armada took off from Cart- 
i (Labrador) at 8.20 this morning 
(2.20 p.m. British summer time) on the 
fourth stage of their mass t, to 
Shediac, New Brunswick. By 2.55 p.m. 
(B.8.T.) the entire armada was in the air. 

All the Italian airmen were in high 
spirits as they started on their 750 miles 
flight, and none of them seemed any the 
worse for his arduous ordeal yesterday, 
when beneath leaden skies they battled 
theit way through wind and fog from 
Reykjavik to Cartwright. 

The armada begs landing at 8.39 p.m. 
(B.S.T.). The fliers came in three by 
three, landing gracefully in the waters of 
the bay. There was a gentle breeze and 
bright sunshine, in contrast to the stiff 
headwinds which the airmen had 
encountered most of their tes hg Cape 
St. George. The shores of t ES 
lined with thousands of people, who had 
poured into the seaport to greet the air- 
men. General Balbo's ‘plane was the first 
to land. It circled in the bay before 
coming to rest, and was given a rousing 
welcome. All the machines had landed 
by 8.58 p.m. (B.S.T.). 

General Balbo was greeted by. Mr. 
Tilley, the Premier of New Brunswick ; 
the Federal Minister, Dr. MacLaren, and 
the chief officials of the Canadian Aviation 


Force. 


OCEAN “HOP” ORDEAL. 


The armada took just over six hours in 
accomplishing the 750 miles “hop, an 
average speed of 125 miles an hour. So 
far the armada has flown 4,680 miles 'n 
$6 hours 23 minutes flying time, an 
average of 127 miles an hour. 

From Shediac only two stages remain to 
be negotiated—from Shediac to Montreal 
and from Montreal to Chicago. From 
Chicago General Balbo and his hundred 
bachelor pilots will fly to New York, and 
thence, in due course, back across the 
Atlantic by a southern route. 

“ A nightmare ’’ is how General Balbo 
describes part of the armada's 1,500 miles 
flight from Iceland to Labrador, in a re- 
port he has cabled to Signor Mussolini. 

“For the first two hours,” says the 
message, “ flying conditions were very 
dificult. The bad visibility, under leaden 
skies, forced the armada to fly just above 
the surface of the sea. From the third to 
the fifth hours the flight was a nightmare 
in thick fog. It was impossible for us to 
see each other's machines. 

“Then 1 managed to pierce the clouds 
and found it almost clear; but contrary 
winds reduced our speed to 200 kilometres 
(125 miles) per hour. 

“Owing to the difficulties in taking off 
and the fog our formation was broken, but 
we reached Cartwright in perfect groups 
of threes and bended safely.’’

FORTY AMENDMENTS. 


On the Committee stage of the Public 
Services (Temporary Economies) “Bill, 
which will be taken in the Senate next 
week, over forty amendments will be pro. 
posed. | 

Senator Milroy will move to amend 
Section 6 by the substitution of words 
indicating that any ‘‘cuts’’ imposed by 
the bill should be taken only from the 
passing of the Act until the end of the 
current financial year. 

Senators O'Farrell and Farren will move 
that no ‘‘cuts’’ should be levied on the 
Army, Civic Guards, teachers or others 
in public employment. 

Senators Duggan and Staines will pra 
pose to exempt from salary reductions 
transferred officers or persons appointed 
under special agreements as to salary. 

Senators Farren, O'Farrell and Milroy 
will propose the deletion of the section 
giving legal force to “‘ cuts’ already in 
operation. 


Senator Sir Coey Bigger proposes to | 


exempt medical officers from the pro- 
visions of the bill. 

Other amendments propose to exempt 
all officers with salaries of less than £400. 

Senator O'Rourke will propose that 
every local authority, or committee 
thereof, may make further reductions from 
the salaries of officials, subject to the 
sanction of the Minister.

stabilise its production when the ratio 
borne by its production to its total “con- 
sumption is very mach smaller than the 
ratio in the case of most of the other 
countries who are being invited to become 
parties to the proposed Convention. 

The experience gained in the operation 
of the single factory which has been estab- 
lished shows that the climate and soil 
end natural conditions generally in the 
Irish Free State are admirably suited to 
the sugar 5 crop, and are at least as 
favourable its production as they are 
in any country in Europe

"The plan is reported to have caused a 
hitch within the conference. 

According to this informant, Mr. 
Gandhi, feeling unable any longer to carry 
the country on a policy of mass. dis- 
obedience, is moving for individual 
disobedience. He has formulated a plar 
whereby he is to choose a hundred of the 
best, most intellectual, and most soundly- 
religious Congress men to embark on a 
campaign to lund all the hundred in jail, 
thus poe by sentimental reaction 
world sympathy with India. 

The plan, uter was told, aroused 
opposition on the score that it will be 
unlikely to affect in the least India’s final 
progress towards oo ag freedom. 

On the other hand, it would cast a 
stigma on the thousands who have been 
sent to jail during the past campaign, 
and who, now that their sacrifices have 
ended in failure, are not considered good 
enough fo be a the select hundred. 
The boldness of the plan, it would 
appear, has dumfounded the Working 
Committee. The leaders met to-night at 
Gandhi’s headquarters, but are expected 
to keep silent. 


PERTINENT SPEECHES.

drawal of disobedience was not realised. 
Certain members may challenge the Presi-

To-day Mrs. Chatopadia. declared that 
Congress lacked a strong economic and 
political programme, There had been too 
much “ spiritual business. That was 
good in itself, but it was not holding the 
masses. She declared that at the height 
of the campaign only 100,000 people were 
directly engaged, and a further 50,000 
indirectly. That was a very poor pro- 
portion of the population, 

Mrs. Mehta held that the disobedience 
movement was dead long before it was 
suspended. Bombay Congress people were 
admittedly in the forefront in bravery 
during the campaign, and they now had 
the courage to admit they were heaten. 
She urged participation as much as pos- 


sible in the Legislatures, particularly in 
the provinces, where there was no diarchy 
and no official bloc, and a wider electorate. 


IRISH RAILWAY 
SITUATION. 


MOVE TO FORM NEW 
UNION, 


Interesting developments are taking 
place in connection with the Irish railway 
situation. 

A body of Dublin railwaymen have de- 
cided to form a union of their own, and 
& preliminary meeting for this purpose 
has been held. Identified with this 
movement is a former member of the 
National Union of Railwaymen, well- 
known to the. Labour and trade union 
movements. a : 

The new union will, it is understood, 
cater for transport workers oí all types 
in addition to railwaymen, and will con- 
centrate upon the organisation, all over 
the country, of those transport workers 
who, for one reason or another, are not 
now members of a trade union. i 

A public meeting will be held in Dublin 
on Sunday next in connection with the 
launching of the union. 

In the meantime, it is expected that 
the result of the deliberations of the 
Executive Committee of the National 
Union of Railwaymen upon the Associated 
Irish Railway Companies’ reply to the 
union’s proposals for a minimum wage 
and for a compromise on the question 
of holidays without pay, will be made 
known to the men. An important 
announcement in connection with this sub- 
ject is expected to-day. It is believed 
that this announcement will give general 
satisfaction to the men,

In a leading article The Times to-day 
observes:—Mr. J. P. Morgan sailed for 
England yesterday. The inquiry by a 
committee of the great private banking 
houses of the United States has been 
adjourned until October. The time is 
clearly ripe for a sober examination of 
what has already been revealed. Some 
account must be taken of the fact that 
the inquiry took place at a time when the 
American people were inclined to visit 
their displeasure u bankers as a class, 
and upon the American banking system 
as the fount and origin of the national 
troubles. The pel public was ready, 
as from time to time it is ~eady 
in every country, to believe the worst. 
The forces of publicity were abundantly 
present to perpetuate misunderstand- 
ing and foster prejudice, and when 
the members of the house of 
J. P. Morgan and Co. were under examina- 
tion the atmosphere of the crowded Com- 
mittee room was at moments positively 
and most deplorably theatrical. . 

All. this made. difficult, though it need 
not ultimately prevent, a proper im- 
partiality of judgment in America, but 
elsewhere no such mists of popular 
emotion exist to becloud the issue. Else- 
where, indeed, and particularly in the 
countries allied during the War, there are 
a thousand reasons for the friendliest con- 
sideration of all that affects the great 
house, whose services to the Entente are 
so recent, so honourable and so distin- 
guished,

HUNDREDS LOSE WORK 
THROUGH DISPUTE.

IA 258 conversations yesterday be- 
tween Mr. Sean Lemass, Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, and the parties 
to the seamen’s dispute, at Government 
Buildings, ‘Dublin, further negotiations 
were adjourned until to-day. 

At an early hour the Minister, who was 
accompanied by Mr. O'Sullivan, of his 
Department, received Mr. David. Barry 
and Captain Gordon, representing the 
ship-owners, and Mr, Barry informed the 
Minister of the results of his. visit to 
London. ‘This information was conveyed 
to the seamen’s representatives, who ar- 
rived some time later. They also dis- 
cussed the situation with Mr. Lemass. 

The two sides were not brought. to- 
gether, but it is understood that they will 
meet to-day. 

The adjournment of the conversations. 
it is understood, is due to the fact that 
Mr. W. ce, general sevretary of the 
National Union of Seamen, the third et 
ties to the dispute, is expected in Dublin 
to-day, and will be available for consul- 
tations as the negotiations progress.

FRUIT TRADE’S PLIGHT. 


An Irish Times representative, in inter- 
views with merchants engaged in the fruit 
trade, was told yesterday that as a result 
of the dispute the fruit trade had become 
disorganised, and that it was now impos- 
sible for merchants to carry on their or- 
dinary business even with stocks that were 
on hand before the strike took place, as 
the strikers refused to allow stocks to be 
taken to the market. 

It was also stated that there were two 
ships berthed at the North Wall, fully 
laden with cargoes of perishable fruit to 
the value of between £5,000 and. £8,000, 
and that this fruit was rotting. 

The traders made overtures to the Strike 
Committee to discharge these two vessels, 
but were unsuccessful. 

The number of persons in the fruit trade 
whose services have been dispensed with as 
a result of the strike has been put at 
between 150 and 200, including motor 
drivers, salesmen, porters, travellers, 
clerks and typists. 


STRIKERS’ REGRET. 


No one regretted more than the seamen 
that the strike was holding up the com- 
metee of the whole country, said Mr. J. 


Ellis, the secretary of the new Irish Sea- 


men’s Union, in an interview, and that a 
number of ‘persons were being incon- 
venienced or thrown out of work ; but. the 
struggle must go on until they had 
secured the fundamental right for which 
they were fighting. They had, in the 
interests of peace, given way on virtually 
all points except the question of their 
right as Irishmen to belong to a union of 
their own, 

He added that this recognition would 
mean automatically the suspension of 
P.C. 5, so far as the seamen working on 
ships engaged in the Irish trade were con- 
cerned, Upon the point of recognition of 
their union there could be no compromise. 

Mr. J. Ellis, Mr. Sean O’Moore, and 
other leaders later discussed with the De- 
partment of Industry ani Commerce the 

sition of a number of men, mostly 
deka who were refused unemployment 
benefit last week. These men for some 
time past had been unemployed for at 
least four days per week, and for that 
reason were drawing Labour Exchange 
benefit. The officials promised to give 
sympathetic consideration to the seamen's 
contention, that as these men’s names had 
been on the books of the Exchange before 
the dispute began they should be allowed 
to continue to draw benefit for those days. 

Apart from demonstrations by female 
supporters of the strikers, al] was quiet at 
the docks yesterday. The pickets were on 
duty as usual, but no efforts were made to 
discharge or remove any cargoes.

THE ISSUES.AT STAKE. 


The dispute began on June 28th at 
Liverpool, when a number of seamen 
ceased work as a protest against the 
operation of a new agreement rate between 
the shipowners and the National Union of 
Seamen, which was to come into operation 
as from July Ist. 

On the same night, at Dublin, seamen 
also withdrew their labour. The men 
stated that under the new agreement. 
while their basic rates of pay were not 
altered, they would lose substantially in 
overtime and special rates. They gave 
examples, and said that double pay for 
Sunday sailings was stopped under the 
new agreement, also that overtime pay- 
ment received for washing down ships, an 
operation which sometimes lasted eight 
hours, was removed, and that instead the 
men would receive only a bonus of 28. 6d. 
per man. 

The strike then spread to Belfast, 
Londonderry, Cork, and Glasgow. Cargo 
boat sailings were in some instances 
rendered difficult and in others impossible, 
but passenger services from Dublin, 
Cork and Belfast to cross-Channe] ports 
were maintained by substitute crews. 


TWO NEW UNIONS, 


As a result of the dispute two new 
unions were formed—the Irish Seamen's 
Union, catering for seamen in all parts 
of Ireland, and the Coastwise and General 
Workers’ Union, catering for Scottish sea- 
men. The. former union claims to have 
five hundred members, and the latter over 
one thousand members. 

Negotiations were opened last week 
between the representatives of the Irish 
crews and the shipowners. The men put 
forward a demand for the revision of the 
new agreement and for the abolition ol 
P.C. 5, being a Board of Trade regulation 
under which seamen must produce evidence 
that they are benefit members of the 
National Union of Seamen once every six 
months. They also demanded recognition 
of their new union.

DEPUTIES PERTURBED. 


Deputies are very much perturbed at 
the announcement also made by the Presi- i 
dent yesterday that the Dail will not rise 
before August 11th. The opinion is that 
it will not be possible to get the business 
which the Government has outlined by 
that date, and the Dail will not rise for 
perhaps a fortnight later. 

In these circumstances the position of 
the Senate is even worse, as that House 
will certainly not be able to rise before 
September. There was talk yesterday of 
the Senate taking a fortnight’s holiday 
after next week in order to give Senators 
an Opportunity of taking a short rest. 


LAND BOND BILL,

TARIFFS BLAMED BY 
SHIPOWNERS. 


From Our Corresponpent. 


LIVERPOOL, Thursda iY. 

Heavy trading losses suffered hy 
coasting vessels through tariffs existing 
between Britain and the Irish Free State 
are referred to in the report of the Liver- 
pool Shipowners’ Association. As a result 
of the tariff barrier coal from the 
Continent to ports in ‘he Irish Free 
State has replacéd ceal from British 
collieries, says the report. This Conti- 
nental coal has been borne in foreign ships 
which have natura'y sought return 
cargoes and have. not hesitated to obtain 
these by quoting rates with which the 
British coasters have been unable to com- 
pete. Those cargoes have largely been 
stone, granite chippings and. other 
metallings from English and Welsh 
—e to other ports in the British 
sles. Efforts have been made by the 
(Committee to urge on the Board of Trade 
and other authorities that. municipal 
corporations and other public utility 
concerns should see that such commodities 
are borne in British vessels. 


AUSTRALIAN LOANS. 


SIX PER CENT. CONVERSION 
ISSUE, 

The following statement was issued 
Jast night by the Treasury :—‘‘ The Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer has agreed to an 
immediate Commonwealth of Australia 
issue for the purpose of refunding certain 
Australian loans bearing interest at the 
rate of six per cent. 

“The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
wishes it to be understood that this is an 
exceptional measure, and does not in any 
way imply the withdrawal of his request 
regarding the optional conversion of 
trustee securities published in the Press 
on January 14 last.” | 

lt was announced on January 14th last 
that, in view of the completion of the 
operations associated with the Five per 
Cent. War Loan Conversion, the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer thought that the 
time had come when he might safely with- 
draw his previous request regarding new 
issues of capital, except in the following 
cases : — 

1—Foreign issues ; 

2—The optional replacement of exist- 
ing issues by new issues if these new issues 
rank as trustee securities and involve 
either underwriting or an invitation to 
the public to subscribe new cash. 

The announcement added that the Chan- 
cellor still asked, however, that, with a 
view to co-ordinating the requirerents of 
intending borrowers, and so preventing 
possible congestion of the market, no issue 
ranking as a trustee security might be 
made without prior agreement with the 
Bank of England regarding the amount 
and date of issue. 

Mr. S. M. Bruce, Australian Minister 
in London, stated last night that Aus- 
tralia was converting £17,000,000 of six 
per cent. securities on which they had the’ 
option to convert.

NEW LAND BILL'S 
PROPOSALS.

| Dheas will-certainly have earned 
their salaries by the end of this 
session ; for the House, instead of rising at 
the end of this month, as was at first 
understood, will carry on until: August 
llth. The President, who broke the bad 
news yesterday afternoon, said that the 
work had to be got through somehow, and, .

Yesterday's proceedings were almost 
entirely taken up with the new Land Bill, 
which, although an important measure, 
produced a surprisingly dull debate. As 
Mr. Aiken was not slow to point out in his 
introductory speech on the second reading, 
it 1s aimed mainly at the “ uneconomic 
holdings ’’—namely, those of the ranchers. 
It is pe osed to divide these in.order to 
provide land for those in congested dis- 
tricts, and for the increased population 
consequent on the stoppage of emigration, 
who must be employed in some way. Its 
most outstanding features are the aboli- 
tion of the deposed landholder's right to 
demand an alternative holding if his land 
is over £2,000 in value, a plan to halve alls 
future annuity payments, to fund arrears 
over a period of fifty years, and to forgive 
all arrears of over three years’ standing, 
and a new Appeal Tribunal, consisting of 
Land Commissioners appointed -by the 
Executive Council. : 


SEVERE CRITICISM, 


Mr. Hogan, the ex-Minister for Agricu)- 
ture, led the attack on the bill. It was. he 
said, purely a political measure, and. like 
all the other problems that had been dealt 
with by the Government, it was not being 
approached from a national*point of view. 
The proposal for “ forgiving ” certain 
arrears was a demoralising one; it was 
putting a premium on the lazy or dis- 
honest farmer, who had not bothered to 
pay his annuity, and was penalising the 
thrifty one who had. The only market for 
labour—the large farmer—was to be 
abolished, and the landless men were to 
be given holdings so small that they would 
be uneconomic. y 

One of his main objections to the bill 
was that security of tenure was being 
abolished. Under the old system residen- 


if there was other suitable land in the 
neighbourhood, but now this saleguard 
was gone. The new appeal tribunal, he 
said, was a monstrous proposal, and the 
fact that two civil servants, nominees of 
Fianna Fail, would adjudicate, placed the 
public completely at the mercy ot the 
Minister. There should, he added. he 
some consideration for the owners. Com- 
munism was not yet the policy in this 
country. 

Mr. Costello, who followed him, re- 
ferred. to the well-known biological fact 
that “ big fleas have little fleas upon their 
backs to bite 'em.'” He was reminded of 
this, he said, by the present. situation. 
Owing to the demand: of the landless men 
the hwndred-acre farms were to be divided 
into farms of thirty acres, but even this 
would not meet the problem, and the 
‘‘ lesser fleas,’’ still landless, would want 
the thirty acres reduced to fifteen acres.

MINISTER’S DENTAL, 


Mr. Ruttledge’s statement that the bill 
was not a confiscatory measure failed en- 
tirely to re-assure Mr. O'Sullivan, who 
said that it was only the first step in a 
policy which Fianna Fail had made clear 
from many public platforms. Everybody 
knew, he said, that the Government had 
no intention of stopping there; the 
division and sub-division of Ireland 
would go on until finally there were un- 
economic holdings for everybody. He 
criticised the Government's attitude to 
the employer—whom they seemed to 
regard as, ipso facto, an enemy of the 
people—and criticised also their evident 
conception of the State as being the 
owner of the land, not the farmer. 

The debate was interrupted for a short 
discussion on the Agricultural Credit 
Bill, to which Mr. MacDermot had tabled 
two amendments, Anxious, as he said, 
that all the eggs should »ot be put in 
one basket, he wanted to ensure that 
the total commitment of the company to 
any one industrial concern should not 
exceed £100,000, but his proposal was 
defeated after a fairly close division. A 
somewhat paradoxical note was struck Ly 
the Government, who half-an-hour ago 
had been insisting that more people 
should go on the land, now insisting that 
there were far too many there, and that 
alternative employment must be found in 
industry. 


GOVERNMENT'S POSITION. 


The House then got back to the Land 
Bill, Mr. Lynch expressing the fear that 
the Government were going to use it in 
order to reward their own followersp at the 
expense of the opposite side. The Govern- 
ment, he said, was the only one to decide 
who should get the land, and from whom 
it should be taken, and the Minister had 
assumed the power to exercise politica!

be entered upon at once without waiting for a 
year or three years or five years, until all 
the legal technicalities have been overcome. 
When the lands are taken over the price will 
be fixed provisionally by the Land Com- 
mission, and on this price interest will be 
paid to the apparent owner until/all matters 
of price and title have been finally deter- 
mined 

“Allotments can be made forthwith and 
provisional rents fixed pending the settlement 
of ths price which the owner shall be paid. 
Jt is anticipated that this will enable the 
Land Commission to distribute land quickly 
and give the people who need it access to the 
soil, It will be a vast improvement.

“ One innovation, however, which will be 
good news to some heavily involved an- 
nuitants, is the proposal in Section 12 to wipe 
out such arrears of annuities as exceed three 
years’ accumulation.

£250,000 WRITTEN OFF. 


“The arrears which have accumulated 
under all the Land Acts over all the years 
to the ólst December, 1932, amount to the 
sum of £2,972,000. From this has to be 
deducted about £250,000, representing the 
arrears over the three years’ mark which ‘are 
now to be written off as bad debts. This 
leaves some £2,722,000 of ‘old arrears’ to 
be funded. But the funding proposala also 
apply to those tenant-purchasers (actual of 
prospective) who find themselves unable to 
pay the first gale of the current year. The 
collectible charge for this gale under all the 
Land Purchase Acts and under all heads 
amounts to about £2,160,000, but it is ex- 
pected that an appreciable proportion of 
annuitants will be able and willing to 
the instalment rather than have it fended. 
The total, therefore, of sums to be funded 
will probably come to over 44 million pounds, 
the repayment of which will be spread over 
fifty years at an annuity rate which works 
out at about 6d. per half-year for every £1 
of debt so funded. 


WARRANT FOR SUMS DUE. 


“We propose by £sction 27 to add to the 
remedies for the recovery of land purchase 
annuities the power to issue direct to the 
Under Sheriff a warrant for the recovery of 
sums due by defaulters. This will result in 
a saving of time in the District and Circuit 
Courts, and will ease considerably the burden 
of costs on defaulters. Under the present 
system the defaulter is often burdened with 
costs which amount to two or three times his 
debt to the Land Commission, The section 
fully safeguards the rights and interests of 
the citizen to which a man is entitled, even

THE KiLMALLOCK 
DISTURBANCES.

34 CASES AGAIN 
ADJOURNED. 

At Kilmallock Court, before District 
Justice Conner, the Clerk said that there 
were thirty-four cases on the book in con- 
nection with disturbances in the town last 
October. They had been adjourned by Mr, 
Gallagher for six months to see how de- 
fendants would behave themselves in the 
interval. 

Mr. W. J. Power, State Solicitor, 
appearing for the Attorney-General, said 
that some confusion arose as to the exact 
order made by Mr. Gallagher. Mr. 
Connolly, B.L., who was acting for the 
Attorney-General, was of the opinion that 
the order was a conviction and adjourn- 
ment, while the Clerk (Mr. McAuliffe) 
was under the impression that Mr. 
Gallagher adjourned the cases without 
coming to a decision. His (Mr. Power’s) 
directions were to ask to have the cases 
adjourned for a month. In the meantime 
the Attorney-General would have a full 
report from the superintendent as to how 
matters had gone on since, and, if there 
was no danger of a repetition of the 
occurrences, the Attorney-General might 
take a certain course. He understood that 
the adjournment was opposed by Mr. 
Bennett, solicitor, on behalf of five or six 
clients, Superintendent Holland was one 
of the principal witnesses, and no hard- 
ship would be done to anyone, but possibly 
a service, by an adjournment, He agreed 
with Mr. Connolly. 


Mr. Bennett said that there was nosuch | 


order on the books; there was no convic- 
tion set down or order made. 

The Clerk stated that what Mr. 
Gallagher said was that ‘he held the cases 
proved. He did not proceed to a con- 
viction, but adjourned the cases for six 
months. 

Mr. Power—I quite agree. 

The Clerk—Mr. Gallagher said that if 
the defendants conducted themselves during 
the interval they would hear no more. 
about it. 

Mr. Power—That is correct.
